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I N Kufstein's Displaced Per¬ 
sons Center in the Tyrol, as 
in hundreds of such centers all 
over the conquered Reich, thous¬ 
ands of freed workers restlessly, 
eagerly, await the day they’ll 
pile into trucks and head for 
their homelands. Uprooted by the 
millions from Russia,France,Pol¬ 
and, Czechoslovakia, Austria,It¬ 
aly, the Balkans, this legion of 
serfs was created by the Nazis 
to free millions of German sold¬ 
iers for the conquest of Europe. 


As the 42d swept toward 
Dachau, a few thousand in¬ 
mates were marched south by 
SS guards for four nights.0- 
ver 200, too weak to walk, 
were shot en route by guards. 
Though terribly weak, these 
Polish buddies survived trek. 


Strong as an ox, this sandy-haired 
Austrian boasts of his tough consti¬ 
tution that enabled him to survive 
four years at Dachau,Buchern aid.As a 
volunteer he left Vienna 9 years ago 
to fight in Spain with the Loyalists; 
in 1940 was picked up by the Gestapo 
in France and sent to Buchenw&ld.

Another room could be de¬ 
voted to the action-packed 
history of the Rainbow Divi¬ 
sion in the first world war.

Hew Rainbower yavors Idea 

A new Rainbower,pvt. Harry 
Sanderson, co K, 232d, who 
joined the Division only a 
few weeks ago, said; 

*1 haven 1 t been in the 
outfit long, but I think it 
would be a swell thing.* 

The Rainbow Reveille, in¬ 
vestigating the coot of such 
a memorial, consulted former 
architects and engineers in 
the Division, who estimate 
that an appropriate war mem¬ 
orial of this type would 
cost approximately $150,000. 

For this aura, they say, it 
would be possible to con¬ 
struct a marble and brick 
building large enough and 


impressive enough to serve 
as a suitable memorial. They 
suggest a one-story building 
of claseic design, with an 
arched central portion and 
two descending wings on each 
side, about 120 feet square. 
It would contain two large 
recreation halls,in addition 
to the central hall,with the 
trophy rooms opening off the 
middle hall. Broad marble 
steps would lead to the en¬ 
trance,which would be flank¬ 
ed by twin pillars. 

It is felt that the land 
for the building night be 
donated and the cott would 
include the upkeep and main¬ 
tenance of both the grounds 
and the building. 

As this memorial would be 
a Division-wide project in 
which every man would share, 
a poll will be held by the 
Rainbow Reveille to deter¬ 
mine whether the men of the 
Rainbow Division desire such 
a war monument and will con¬ 
tribute to its cost. 

Two methods have been sug¬ 
gested for financing such a 
memorial, one method is by 
voluntary contributions in 
any amount and the other by 
contributions based upon a 
definite schedule of pay de¬ 
ductions, These deductions 
would be made on an ascend¬ 
ing scale according to rank. 
The deductions would range 
from $1 per month for pri¬ 
vates and privates first 
class to $25 per month for 
Generals Collins and.Linden. 

How many months this de¬ 
duction would have to be 
made would depend on how ma¬ 
ny men Contribute. If every 
officer and man in the Divi¬ 
sion contributed according 
to the suggested scale, the 
$150,000 could be raised in 
eight months, according to 
the Division Finance Officer. 

The questionnaire to be 
distributed by the Reveille 
to all officers and men will 
ask the following questions: 

1. Do you want a Rainbow 
Memorial park and building 


such as described in the 
Rainbow Reveille? 

2. If the majority of man 
want such a memorial, should 
it be financed by voluntary 
contributions in any amount, 
or by contributions based on 
a fixed rate according to 
rank? 

3. A deduction of approx¬ 
imately 2 per cent of each 
officer's and man's pay 
would result in the follow¬ 
ing monthly contribution# 
(like income tax, the rate 
goes up considerably in the

Results will be 
tabulated by company com¬ 
manders and forwarded to the 
Rainbow Reveille,care of the 
Division Public Relations 
Office. 

Typical of the reactions 
to the idea of raising such 
a memorial fund was that of 
Sgt. John Birchall, Co 2, 
232d. Birchall thought the 
idea over for & minute and 
then said:

star traced her association 
with the Ho. 1 Hazi. 

•When Hitler first came 
into power in 1933 he sum¬ 
moned me to Berlin. He said 
he was interested in build¬ 
ing up Germany's motion pic¬ 
ture Industry. He wanted me 
to play a major part in the 
project, or if I wanted, I 
could take over completely. 
I knew it would mean sacri¬ 
ficing art for propaganda. I 
told the fuhrer I mould 
rather die than do anything 
that was forced, that I could 
only work as an artist.* 

(Later on,however,in 1936, 
she managed to produce the 
well-known documentary film 
of the Olympic games held in 
Germany. Because of its Kami 
propaganda slant,the English 
version was barred in the 
United States.) 

The last time she saw Hit¬ 
ler was in March 1944 when 
he invited her to Berchtee- 
gaden. 

•I had recently been mar¬ 
ried,* she explained,"and he 
wanted to mast my husband."

Shaking his head solemnly, 
Col. Gen. Nicholas voi. Falk- 
enhorst said, "Germany is 
wiped off the map. You can 
now put a blank space wnere 
Germany once was and write 
in, 'This was once the Ger¬ 
man Reich.*" 

The rather short man in 
the very neat red-lapeled 
uniform of a four-star Nazi 
general was in command of 
land, sea and air forces in 
the slashing German campaign 
for Norway in 1940. For a 
general with such claim to 
fame, his own appraisal of 
his place in history was 
surprisingly naive. "You 

ought to know me-I was on 

the cover of'Time Magazine';' 
he told the interpreter. 
Discovered in civilian 
clothes, he had insisted on 
dressing up in his uniform 
"if I am to be interviewed 
by the Military." 

Thes« insights into the 
general's mental processes 
may help to classify the 
rest of his statements—per¬ 
haps determine just where in 
that confused twilight be¬ 
tween truth and falsehood 
they fall. 

Relieved of his command in 
Norway last fall, he retired 
to his home in Prussia and 
fled from there to Bavaria 
when the Russians approached. 
When the German armies sur¬ 
rendered he came to Traun- 
stein and gave himself up to 
the Rainbow Division. 

Conflicts within the Nazi 
hierarchy were largely res¬ 
ponsible for the collapse of 
Germany,in von Falkenhorst's 
opinion. "Everybody had his 
own army—-Himmler's army, 
Goering’s army, army of the 
North, army of the oouth-

ed by a fanatical N&si. They 
left specific instruction* 
that the major was to report 
to Regimental Headquarters 
the next day. 

Next morning civilians re¬ 
ported they had heard shots 
coming from the major 'a 
hide-out.with Lt. John West- 
brooke, gwanaon and Monaghan 
returned to the chalet,where 
they were forced to shoot 
the latches from the heavy 
pine door to get in. 

On twin beds at the far 
side of the room the two wo¬ 
men lay dead, shot through 
the temples. On a blood- 
soaked mattress near the 
door sat the major. He 
grasped for a ,32,but before 
he raised the gun Monaghan 
put a .45 slug through his 
head. 

The SS major had planned 
and almost executed the per¬ 
fect suicide pact, but had 
evidently run out of ammuni¬ 
tion.

Artillerymen Nab 
FourMarKVTinKs 

In three action-packed 
hours three artillerymen,Pfc. 
James H. Mackey, T-5 Edwin 
Leitch and Cpl.Norwood Hoks, 
wiremen of Hq Btry,542d FA, 
accomplished the following: 

Captured 16 Jerry sold¬ 
iers and two officers, all 
armed; flushed the woods of 
7 other members of Panzer 
crews who were subsequently 
taken prisoner by Btry C, 
542d FA; captured four Mark 
V tanks, each mounting an 88 
mm.gun and carrying beaucoup 
ammo, machine guns and gre¬ 
nades; and finally, having 
Silver Stars pinned on them 
personally by Maj. Gen.Harry 
J. Collins, Division Command¬ 
er. 

Acting on a tip from a Yu¬ 
goslavian laborer,the three 
artillerymen,armed only with 
carbines, set off in search 
of tanks said to be hiding 
in the dense woods south of 
Egaating.They surprised sev¬ 
en Kraut tankers who took to 
their heels ;hotly pursued by 
the Rainbowers, they were 
driven right into the arms 
of Battery C members, dis¬ 
armed and turned in. Return¬ 
ing te the point where the 
pursuit began, Mackey,Leitch 
and Hoke followed tank 
tracks into the thick forest. 
They flushed five more Kraut 
tankers whom they pursued, 
during a running fire fight, 
to the site of four skil¬ 
fully camouflaged Mark V 
tanks. The startled tankers 
thinking they were at the 
mercy of a sizeable patrol, 
gave up after one of them 
was wounded in the shoulder. 

Hoke marched seven of them 
back, picked up four more on 
the way; Leitch and Mackey 
dug out seven more Krauts 
from the woods and tanks.
